No farther intelligence. has yet been received that 
can lead to any certain knowledge of the dettination 
of the French fleet. 

From a large convoy of vituallers having, it is re- 
ported, got into Breft a week or ten days before the 
fleet failed, and the feamen thereof having received three 
months pay in advance, many people here begin to think, 
that firft the Red Sea, and then the Katt Indies is their 
deftination. 

The Archduke and General Suwarrow are thrown 
completely into the fhade by Lord Bridport and the 
Breft fleet. Nobody now thinks of the campaiga on 
the Continent. 

We this morning received a letter from an officer 
on board the Britifh fleet cruizing off the Texel, dated 
on the 8th inft. by which we learn, that on the morn- 
ing of that day the Director, of 64 guns, had {tood 
clofe in to reconnoitre. the Dutch force, and found ten 
fail of the line, apparently ready for fea. 

On the 6th inft. Admiral Dickfon joined with the 
reft of the no-th fea fleet, and his force was then equal 
to that of the enemy. 

This morning arrived a mail from Halifax, brought 
to Falmouth by the Lady Harriott packet, in twenty- 
five days. 

The Hamburgh mail due on Sunday has not arrived. 

The lately deceafed King of Bornou, which is the 
capital of a large empire, forming one of the central 
powers of Africa, had 500 wives, and 350 children, 
of whom 300 were males, 





NAUTICAL INTELLIGENCE. 

It is faid, that the miflion of D’Qfuna to Paris had 
for its object to complain to the Directory of the vexa- 
tions exercifed in Spain under the name of the French 
Government ; that the Directory, in its turn, complain- 
ed of the unaccountable inattivity of the Spanith fleet 
lying in their ports ; that the refult of the difpute was, 
that Spain fhould give up twenty fhips of the line to 
France, if the latter would go to fetch them; that it 
was with this view that officers and failors intended to 
be mixed with the crews of thofe thips had been em- 
barked at Breft ; and that the Minifter Bruix took the 
command of the French fleet, in order to organize the 
additional fquadron of Cadiz. 





PORTSMOUTH—Magy 13. 

Yefterday morning arrived his Majetty’s thip Cam- 
brian at Spithead, having her malts, &c. much crippled 
by lightning She left Lord Bridport’s fleet on the 
coaft of Irela. 4, on Wednefday laft, confifting of 21 
fail of the line and ro frigates. When the Cambrian 
left his Lordfhip, he had not been joined by either the 
Royal Sovereign or Agincourt, nor had he gained the 
‘malleft intelligence of the enemy, or their deftination, 
though he had been off Bellifle. The difpatches taken 
by his Lordthip were moft afluredly intended! to deccive. 
The fleet is in high health, difcipline, and fpirits. . The 
Endymion and Andromache, with fealed orders, have 
been ftopped-by the telegraph.

Sir, CuLtopen, off Naples, April 5. 

“ Having learned that the French privateer, the Champion- 


| net, a prize belonging to one of his Majesty's vessels under my 


command, has been driven by bad weather into the port of 
Castellamare, and having, within a little more than a month, 
relessed nearly 4000 French prisoners, I hope that, your Ex- 
cellency will set at liberty the midshipman and seven English 
seamen, now in your power. It is necessary for me further to 
inform your Excellency, that on the 3oth ult. I sent a cartel 
from Palermo to Nico with 300 French prisoners. It is with 
real concern I hear, that the effects of our Minister, Sir Wm. 
Hamilton, are detained in his house at Naples. You, Sir, 
both as an officer and soldier, ought to know thet the proper- 
ty of Ambassadors has never been considered as falling within 
the right of conquest, and I am convinced that what has taken 
place, in that respect, has happened without your knowledge. 
An Ambassador is obliged to follow the Court to which he 
has been sent. I beg you to reflect on our conduct towards 
yc-ir Consul and merchants at Leghorn, when we took pos- 
session of that port. I am also to acquaint you, that I captu- 
ted at the heights of Alexandria, a Monsieur Beauchamp, dres- 
sed in the Turkish fashion, on his way to Constantinople 2s a 
spy, with secret instructions, and about 600}. concealed about 
him, which I restored to him, from the conviction that it is 
the duty of all officers to alleviate the miseries of war, which 
should as little as possible affect individuals, and to treat pri- 
soners with every proper attention. I wish I had it in my 
power to say, that our officers, soldiers, or sailors, have been 
treated in that way, by the Directory. I ‘trust, Sir, after this 
explanation, that you will make no difficulty of giving up the 
above-mentioned midshipman and seamen to my officer, who 
is charged with the delivery of this letter, and that you will 
also put into his hands all the English whom you may have in 
Your power. I shall take care to have their names registered, 
and the officer will give you a receipt for the men whom you 
shall send back tome. :

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ETON MONTEM 

I'he celebration of which took place this day, is a 
cuftom, time immemori:l, pert nmed by the {cholars 
of Eton School, neat Windfor; upon Whit Tuefday, 
in every third year. 

It commences by a namber of the fenior boys taking 
poit upon the bridges, or other leading places of all 
the avenues around Wincfor and Eton, foon after the 
dawn of the day. They are fancifully drefled, and 
called falt-bearers, and demand falt, i. e. a contribution 
from every paflenger, and. will take no denial. When 
the falt is teceived, they deliver a printed paper, with 
this motto: Pro more et monte—1799—Vtvant Rex et 
Regina. 'Thefe youth this continue colleéting till about 
the clofe of the procefion at Exon, which is ufually 
three o’clock in the aftérnoon. 

The proceffion commences abcut twelve, and con- 
filts of the Queen’s and other bands of mutfic, feveral 
{tandards borne by different f{ludents, all the Eronian 
boys two and two, dreffed in officers uniforms, thofe of 
the King’s foundation wearing blue, the others icarlet, 
{words, &c. then follow— 

‘The Grand Standard Bearer. 
The Captain or Head Boy of Eton School. 
HIS MAJESTY, 
Attended by the Prince of Waxes, and the other Branches 
of the Royat Famuicy, on horseback, with their Suit. 

‘THE QUEEN AND PRINCESSES 

In coaches, attended with their Suite. 
Band of Music, followed by a great concourse of the Nobility 

and Gentry in their carriages and on horseback, 

The proceflion commences in the Great Square at 
Eton, and proceeds through Eton to Slough, and 
round to Salt Hill, where the beys all pafs tie King 
and Queen in review, and afcend thc Montem. Here 
an oration is deliveted, and the Grand Standard is dif- 
played with grace and adtivity by the Standard-bearer. 

‘The donation of the King and Queen, of, as it is 
called, the Royal Salt, is always fifty guineas, all the 
other Princes and Princeffes thirty guineas each. 

As foon as this ceremony is performed, the Royal 
Family return to Windfor ; and the boys are all fump- 
tuoufly entertained at the tavern at Salt Hill. 

About fix in the evening all the boys return in the 
order of proceflion, and, marching round the Great 
Square at Eton, are difmifled, The Captain then pays 
his refpeéts to the Royal Family, at the — Lodge, 
Windfor, previous to his departure for King’s College, 
Cambridge, to defray which expence the produce of 
the Montem is prefented to him, fometimes amounting 
to more than a thoufand pounds. , 

The day concludes by a brilliant promenade of beau- 
ty, rank, and fafhion on Windfor terrace, enlivened by 
the’ performance of feveral bands of mulfic.

The Chancellor has been lately fo much injured by 
fevere fits of the gout, tbat it is faid he has fome thoughts 
of refigning his office. 

Lord Duncan is in town, and we are happy in being 
able to fay in very good health. His Lordfhip re- 
hoifts his flag, as foon as his fleet returns to Yarmouth 
Roads. 

The Times fays, “ Lord Auguftus Fitzroy is to be 
tried at Portfmouth by a Court Martial, on fome charg- 
es preferred by the Eaft India Company refpecting con- 
voy. 

Minifters have certain information that the Dutch 
fleet is nearly ready for fea. It is pofitively faid that, 
notwith{tanding the enormous loffes they have fuftained, 
twenty fhips are completely ready, except that they are 
badly manned. Ten fhips of the line were actually dif- 
covered on the 8th inft. by the Direétor of 64 guns, 
lying in the ‘fexel apparently ready for fea ; and private 
letters fay that fix more will very foon be equipped and 
ready to join them. Here is another fource of anxiety 
arifing from the efcape of the French, fince our igno- 
rance of their deftination makes it neceflary to difpatch 
more fhips than would have been neceflary to beat 
them in the firft inftance, that none of our fleets may be 
deficient. Admiral Dickfon has ten fail now collected 
on his ftation to watch the Dutch fleet, and we truft 
he will be ftill further reinforced. 

We fhould be inclined to form an extraordinary idea

I HAVE attentively perufed the proceedings tranf- 
mitted by you of a General Coutt-Martial, held by 
your order in Edinburgh, for the trials of Colonel Sir 
GrorGe Tomas and Lieutenant-Colonel Teespace, 
of the Suflex tencible cavalry, on certain charges pre- 
ferred apaintt them by Major Worthington of: that 
corps, when the charges appeared to me of fo feriogs a 
nature, and the decifions of the Court fo extraordinary, 
that I have felt it incumbent upon me to fubmit the 
proceedings, with my fentiments on the whole, to his 
Majesty, and Iam now to communicate to you his 
Masesty’s pleafure upon the fame. 

His Majesty commmands me to fay, that from the 
evidence produced before the Court, he thould have 
looked for a different decifion from that which has taken 
piace. 

The charges preferred againft Colonel Sir Grorce 
Tuomas, more efpecially the firft of them, are fome- 
what loofely expreffed, but the fpirit of the firft charge 
as explained by the evidence, namely, limiting the per- 
fon employed to puarchafe all the horfes wanted for the 
augmentation as well for the remount of the regiment to 
a fum inferior to the price allowed by Government, and 
out of which limited price the perfon fo employed was 
to have whatever profit might accrue to him by purcha- 
fing the horfes at: a rate fit inferior to that, gives a 
very different complexion to the bufinefs, and, in his 
Mayrsty’s opinion, it ought to have been treated in a 
more ferious manner by Sir Grorce Tuomas in his 
anfwer, and alfo deferved more ferious notice from the 
Court than the cenfure which they thought proper to 
award. P 

Upon the fecond article of charge, which in fub- 
ftance is, that Colonel Sir Geoaoe Tuomas availed 
himfelf of the difference between the price allowed by 
Goveroment, and that inferior price to which he limit- 
ed the purchafe of the horfes to be provided by Lieute- 
nant Faucper, his Mayesry noticed, that the Court 
Martial has “ ia the fullelt and moft honourable manner 
acquitted him,” ailigning as the ground on which they 
founded that acquittal, that the Colonel * had not given 
any order or direétion for any fam or fums whatfoever, 
arifing from any iavings, that might have accrued from 
the purchafe of horfes, to be credited to his account, 
nor had ordered, -paffed, or.approved of any account, 
in which any fuch balance fo’ credited was ftated.” 
Whereas his Majesty can by no means confider the 
correfpondence which has been laid before the Court, 
namely, the letter from Sir Gzorcs Tuomas, in which 
he direéts Lieutenant Fautper to purchafe horfes for the 
augmentation, a fecond of the 25th November 1798 
on the fame fubjeét, and a thitd-of the 24th December 
1798, with Lieutenant Fautper’s anfwers, dated the 
gilt January and 13th February 1799, with Sir 
Georcs Tuomas’s reply of the 18th of the month 
laft mentioned, as warranting a full and honourable 
acquittal ; on the contrary, the circumilances {tated 
in, or to be collected from thofe letters, carry with 
them ftrong marks of Sir Gzrorcs Tuomas’s inter- 
tion to avail himfelf of the profit derived from that 
tranfaction. 

It does not indeed appear from this correfpondence, 
that apy order or direétion was given, that any fum or 
fyms accruing from the faving, fhould be credited to Sir 
Georce Tuomas, or that any {tated account, which 
included the credit, was fettled or direétly approved by 
him, yet it is manifelt, that Lieutenant Fautpes un- 
derftood that fuch faving was to be placed to the credit 
of Sir Georce Tuomas, that in one letter he ftated 


‘the amount, and added, that it would be credited to 


him in account, and in a fubfequent letter informed 
him, that it was credited to him in account, to which 
Jaft mentioned letter, Sir Georce Tuomas anfwered 
in the letter of the 18th February, that’ he was glad 
that the horfes had been completed, without faying a 
word that implied a difapprobation or difclaimer of the 


credit given to him as above ftated in account. 


The Kixc commands me to fay, that he confiders 
Colonel Sir Georce THomas’s conduét, as it appear- 
ed in evidence before the Court, to have been fo im- 
proper, and fo unwarrdntable in every view, that if the 
letters above alluded to had been produced and authen- 
ticated before a Court Martial was convened, his Ma- 
yesty would not have hefitated in removing Sir GeorGe 
Tuomas from the command of the Suffex regiment of 
fencible cavalry ; and his Mayesry laments, that the 
General Court Martial which tried him, fhould have 
confidered a tranfadion fo injurious to the public, and 
fo deftruétive in its tendency to the fervice at large, as 
deferving no greater animadverfion and check than the 
cenfure aforementioned. 

In regard to the charges preferred again{t Lieutenant 
Colonel Teespart, his Majesty is of opinion, that 
the Court may poflibly have been warranted in not deem- 
ing Lieutenant Colonel Teespae guilty of a criminal 
connivance at the irregularity praétifed by Colonel Sir 
Georce Tuomas, batas it is'admitted, that he was 
informed of it, there {eems not ‘ta have been foundation 
for honourable acquittal upon that point. 

With refpect to the defence fet.up by Lieut. Colonel 
Terspare to the 3d charge, )* that he did not con- 
fider himfelf as vouching the truth of the Paymatter’s 
disburfements, but asa witnefs to the fact of the Pay- 
mafter having made oath as to the correétnefs of them,” 
his Mayesry is pleafed to pronounce again{t the admif- 
fibility of fuch an opinion, as tepugnant to the princi- 
ples that fhould have aétuated Lieutenant Colonel ‘T'ces- 
DALE, in his fituation of Commanding Officer of a regi- 
meat, and as being in direct oppofition to the very words 
of the regulation, which requires the Commanding Of- 
ficer and Adjutant of a regiment, to certify upon their 


‘word of honour as officers and gentlemen, that they 


have carefully examined the particulars of the ftatements 
and that to the beft of their knowledge, information, 
and belicf, they have found them to be truly and juitly 
{tated, as to names, rates, times, and payments. 

And although Lieutenaut Colonel ‘T'ezspave appears 
to have been molt jultly acquitted of the 4th charge,
